TRIP TO THE BIG MEADOWS. 


The Return. 
After the sojourn. of five days at the 


Meadows, every day contribiting a store 
of abundant and varied recreation, fully 
up to oar anticipations, having, by the 
assistance of nature’s pharmacy—the 
pure cxygen of an elevated region, the 
heavy, electric condition of .the atmos- 


phere—so charged, indeed, that each in- 


dividual member of our company seemed 
transformed into a Leyden jar, to give 


_} off shocks of boisterous merriment and 
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perform other extravagant and insane 
capers at the most distant approach of 
anything like a “conductor ;” by virtue 
I say, of such influences, the pallor of 
the city recluse had become banished and 
the bloom of health reinstated, the bil- 
iary ducts had been opened, obstruc- 
tions to the secretions: removed ;. in a 
word, the aim and object of the journey 
entirely and satisfactorily accomplished. 
Nothing remained further but to turn 
our horses’ heads homewardg, selecting 
anew though somewhat circuitous ronte 
to that we came, on the score of course 
of novelty. Accordingly, on the sixth 
day of our arrival, we were skirting at 
a smoking pace the eastern arm of the 
Meadows in the direction of Indian Val- 

ley, distant from this point to its, princi- 
pal settlement, Taylorville, about thirty 
miles, The road is excellent; we fol- 

low along a line of rail fence ten or 
twelve miles ; this is intersected to the 
right by other fences and by other paral- 
lels, forming quadrangle upon quadran- 
gle over the whole expanse of the valley 
as far as the eye can reach, and these 
inclosures teem with horses, sheep and 
horved cattle till their number is fairly 
lost in the perspective. Wayside hous- 
es, most of the occupants engaged in 
making shingles, meet us at short dis- 
tances. We paused at one as we neared 
the extremity. of the valley, allured by 
the clatter of achurn driven by water- 
power, A draught’of fresh buttermilk 
was the enticement, Descending, we 
entered the dairy, a scrupulously . neat, 

well appointed room, surrounded within 
by tiers of milk pans filled and rising to 
the ceiling. Great lumps of rich, golden 
hued butter lay scatvered around i in trays 
while a buxum dame of fifty was discov: 
ered in the midst of her possessions, oc- 
cupied:in working over a recent. churn- 
ing. Our wants'were readily supplied.

A Change. 
| Without scarcely remarking the eng’ 


: ‘wo had slipped upon the western con: 


fines of Indian Valley—the mergence of 


‘} of one valley into. the other bad been .s0 


gradual. Here; *tioogh féetaining the 
same general physical outline of ‘the 
Meadows, other surroundings. had sus- 


tained 9 marked change. The climate 


was evidently milder. Instead of uvcal- 
tivated pasture land, fields of “stubble 
from which grain of all kinds’ had been 
recently harvested, occupied its place. — 
Porsuing a fine natural road leading 
around the valley to Taylorville at the 
western extreme, we encounter at ‘short 
distances neatly constructed farmhouses 
with their ample stacks of grain. In 
recognition of their patriotism I must 
not omit to add that with scarce. an ex- 


| ception these houses flung ont’ in: front 
-} @ handfull of the glorioas old bunting — 


Threshing machines sent np their hum, 

and busy crowds of men variously cai 
ployed, lent a pleasing. animation 
to the scene —all bespeaking thrift: The 
larger portion of the valley had been 
converted into arable land. It is said 
to contain some seventeen thousand 
The products of this, which. em- 
brace all the cereals, and vegetables, 
and which attain remarkable perfection, 

are subject occasionally to the blight of 


‘inclement seasons, but not more so, per- 


haps than the ordinary - visitations: of 
other latitudes. For the last few sea- 
sons the large-surplus over home con- 
sumption has found ready market in the 
Washoe and Humboldt regions ; in fact 
the demand from those quarters has giv- 
en much additional stimulovs to industry. 

Aside from the possession of agricul- 
tural resources, the valley has other 
tributaries of productiveness, growing 
daily into importance. Rich auriferous 
quartz ledges in the neighboring basin 
of Round Valley. upon many of. which 
mills are, or have been, in successful op- 
eration (some have paused for want of 
water); there are seven in number, : al- 
together, I believe, Veins exist, also, of 
the purest and most tractable copper 
ores, in the shape of sulphurets and’ the 
red.and black oxydes. Much of it has 
been sent to Antioch for reduction—es- 
pecially that of the “Superior’ *.—and even 
to Swansea, England. The necessity for 
transportation will soon be superceded, 
it is hoped, by the presence‘of home. re- 
duction works, an establishment. with 
such design being now in progress of 
construction close by, in Genesee Valley 
where are also abundant veins. of copper 
growing interests and an increasing pop- 
ulation. 


Taylorville. 
We reached Taylorville toward even- 


ing. A glance convinced me that it had 


increased vne-third since my last yisit|, 


two years ago, And the improvements 
were of a substantial, business-like char- 
and. mostly of brick. ‘The situation ‘is 
remarkably. pretty. The one street’ of 
which the town proper is composed 
stretches, ae the eighth of a mile, 
along the base of a pine clad. mountain 
-~a giant.even in this ion of lofty 
ranges. (We should soon have to prac- 
tically verify it.) ° ‘To the right the me 
andering of a large stream which tra- 
verses the valley makes an elbow, part- 


ly encompassing the town,.its banks 


presenting the refreshing spectacle of 
thickly clustesing osier beds, surmounted 
by the beech, poplar and’ cottonwood, 
otherwise an aninterrupted stretch’ of 
plain subsists between mountain range 
to either extreme of this rich and bean- 
tifutivalley. Each branch of trade. has

busitiess more. . ‘fT observed that the old 
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had! ‘accomplished the ascetitiof that pdn- 
derous mountain I alluded to—walked 
it every step. No man with any spark

Noon found us at Sitsicy, with a few 
hours of leistre at our disposal. I dis- 
covered no: fiesh evidence of .improve- 
mentsin the town. ‘The fire:which had 
‘occurred @ few days previous to my for- 
mer passage through, two years. since, 
still preserved thé. same blank in its 
boundaries, .A comma seems to have 


settled upon thie ‘population, Or, per- | 


haps the true explanation is that its ‘vi- 
tility is so distributed throughout the 
valley that its full energy does net make 
itself manifest, but on the.secasion of a 
Union meeting or some other public oc- 
casion. The people are noted for their 
love of fine horses and the turf. And. it 
is said that “ontside” sharpers are some- 
times tempted to “ring in” upon their 
innocent recreation, but as. invariably 
Teturn with huge fleas in their. ears, As 
in Indian Valley “forty-nine” prices still 
prevail in some things, and though no 
moralist, I noticed: with sorrdw that that 
other remnant of early times, the gam- 

bling table; stil! forthed'a fixture in some 
saloons. The town is much larger. than 
Taylorville, as of course older.’ The bus- 
iness houses,'substantial, well finished 
board structures, face upon a spacious 
street. Ceutrally situated towards. this 
is the Court-house, a handsome ‘edifice, 
quite classical, though nnobtrusively so, 
in its ‘style of ‘architecture, Cottages,

and tended by those who helped to 


‘Tay the foundations of her system, in the | 
cement of political truth. The sage who | 


penned the Declaration of Independence, 
for eight years acted as Executive, and 
gave to the Constitution such construc- 
tion as might have been expected from 
one who originated the sentence that 
“all men were. created equal,” and en- 
dowed by their creator with rights in- 
ahenable, and enumerated as some of 
those rights, life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness.” He was the founder. of 
the Democratic theory of government, 
and in unbroken succession those who 
claimed the name have ruled the country 
up to 1860; but while. claiming the 
name of Democrat, they have. perverted 
its essence, and since the days of John 
Tyler have gradually trimmed the ship, 
until its sails were spread tO. catch the 
same breezes that once wafted in the 
vessel of the ‘‘ Federalists.” In the good 
old times when the statesman of Mouti- 
cello held the reins, Aaron Burr was ar- 
rested for treason, although no blow had 
been struck ; two of his principal agents 
were arrested without “due process of 
law,” by Gen. Wilkinson, and transfer- 
red by water from New Orleans to Wash- 
ington, Then there arose in the camp 
of the Federalists just such a how! against 
the President for his “illegal and arbi- 
trary acts” as the bastard Democrats of 
this day raise against Abraham Lincoln.

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Practica, Test or Suver Ore.—While 
there appears to be 4 mania among our 
people to hunt for silver ore, it may be 
of benefit to some to know how ‘to: find 
out, by a very simple process, whether 


any of the metal exists in a given quan+ 


tity of rock, which may be ascertained 
by pounding a small quantity supposed 
to contain silver, as fine as possible ; 
then place it on a shovel, or anything 
handy, and hold it over a slow fire, to 
burn away sulphur or arsenic, which are 
generally mixed with the ores of silver 
Then take a cup, or any glass or earthen 
vessel, into which poyr a.small quantity 
of nitric acid, (aquifortis,) into. which 
puta teaspounful-of the powdered ore, 
which boil in the acid for a minute or 
two. Then take common salt, dissolved 
in water, in. another vessel; pour a small 
quantity of the salt and water into the 
acid ;if it turns white gnd ‘looks milky, 
there is silver in it. Another process is 
by heating the rock, covered with borax, 
when the silver or guld will protrude. 
The last method is uot so well adapted 
'o' parties ‘traveling, as the first, for 
want of facilities for the required heat.—
